one compound has oeen restored 
and enlarged, and another, more 

extensive than the former one, 
has been occupied with finer 
buildings and better equipments. 
The city has been modernize * 
macadamised streets, flourish!

post office, schools for the study 
of Japanese and western learn 
iug. and' thousands of students, 
crowd the halls and lecture rooms. 

But the government indemnify 
was not sufficient for restoring 
the church of the American board, 
and rebuilding was not attempted 
until within a year, when the mem- 
bers of the Chinese church under- 
took thetask. Ground was broken 
in 'May last, and in October the 
buildiug stood ready for occupan- 
cy, with accommodations for 
more than 500 worshipers. 

It is the first Protestant church 
to be built by natives in the 
province of Chihli, and one of th.

Collection of Lead with Which t» 
Line Boxes Is Important Branch 
of Croat Industry. t , 

One of the many Industries !•> 
connection with the tea trade ► 
the collection of the lead with 
which tea chests are lined. China 
has been noted for many centuriea 
for the purity of its lead, and Hit* 
tea chest lead, as it is called, is re>- 
garded as the finest iu existence. 
There are many uses for it-. it ks 
found very valuable in making th# 
best kind of solder. 

Machinery is not usually em- 
ployed in the production of thin 
sheet lead, every sheet being gen 
orally made by hand in the moat 
primitive fashion. A large brick in 
provided the aise of the sheet of 
lead to be made, and it is covered 
with two or three sheets of paper. 

On these the molten lead is 
poured, and another brick is 
placed on top, which flattens the 
lead out to the required size and 
thickness. 

The sheets are theu soldered 
together to the size of Ihe tea 
chest, the tea is packed iu and the 
top sheet is fashioned in place. 
The workmen are voj-y expert, and 
the.v turn out an immense number 
of sheets in tbe course of a day.
